'o you remember the feeling you had when you first saw Pinocchio 

or Fantasia?_ When an animated feature was a magical escape in a darkened 

movie palace? When timeless stories, breathtaking music and dazzling 

craftsmanship filled the big screen in technicolor hues? Now the joy of 




classic animation returns! 


In today’s world of animated entertainment 
these treasured experiences are few and far 
between. The Puppetoon Movie is one of 
those rare films that can be enjoyed by 
audiences of all ages. Producer Arnold 
Leibovit has spent years assembling this 
joyful tribute to George Pal and the result is 
a dazzling visual feast that spells fun for 
moviegoers everywhere! Last year Leibovit 
wrote, produced and directed The Fantasy 
Film Worlds Of George Pal, (available soon 
on video cassette from a New World 
Company), a full-length documentary about 
the life and prolific film work of the famed 
Hungarian producer-director-animator. 


Puppetoons are a rare form of animation 
that will never be created again. They are a 
once-in-a-lifetime art form that is far too 
time consuming and costly to produce in 
today’s economy. Ironically, they are as 
contemporary-looking as anything produced 
presently for MTV. The music is hip, the 
story lines are fast paced and the characters 
are funny. 

When fantasy filmmaker George Pal passed 
away in 1980, he left behind a legacy of 
science fiction film classics (Destination 
Moon, When Worlds Collide, The Time 


Oscar winner George Pal. 


Machine, to name a few). Long before his 
distinguished career in Hollywood, Pal was 
an animator in Europe, pioneering the stop- 
motion technique of “replacement anima¬ 
tion!’ Instead of drawing, he used characters 
carved out of wood—one for each movement 
required in each frame of film. In other 
words, as many as 24 wooden puppets would 
have to be created for one second of film! 
Due to the amount of work required (up to 
nine thousand puppet pieces for an average 


These 28 puppets represent two seconds of animation. 



short), Pal’s methods were rarely copied and 
this unique form of entertainment has 
become one of the most enjoyable in the 
history of animation. 

George Pal came to the United States in 
1939 and quickly secured a contract with 
Paramount Pictures for a series of 
Puppetoon short subjects. Between 1941 and 
1947, Pal’s Puppetoons received six Academy 
Award nominations, and Pal received a 
special Oscar in 1943 for the “development 
of novel methods and techniques” used in 
his work. 


Henry, in which Rex Ingram narrates the 
powerful black legend; and probably the 
most well known Puppetoon—Tubby The 
Tuba, a touching tale about a little tuba who 
wants to sing his own song. 

Introduced by a new sequence featuring 
Gumby and Pokey (the film contains cameos 
by a number of stop-motion celebrities, from 
King Kong to Speedy Alka-Seltzer, paying 
tribute to a pioneer in their field), this is a 
celebration of animated riches from the 
genius of George Pal and his entertaining 
Puppetoons. 


For the first time in over 40 years, Pal’s 
colorful creations are back on the movie 
screen, now with stereo-enhanced sound. The 
program includes the wartime Tulips Shall 
Grow, in which the metalic “screwball army” 
(a parody of the Nazis) attack an innocent
